The 
property loss was estimated att$3,000,- 
000 by Mayor Candled titter esti- 
mates ran as high as $5,000,000,. 


Greatest Fire, 


It was the greatest fire in Atlanta's 


— hiatory since €ivit— war— days;— when 


General Sherman, terming this city 
the backbone of the confederacy, de- 
creed it must be burned. 
In prop- 


erty loss and hardships it was even 
greater, for the city General Sherman 
destroyed had only 10,000 population. 


No Outside Aid. 


Destitute persons in the burned 


area, which included negro homes and 
costly residences of white 
people, 


were cared for by the Red Cross and 
Associated Charities. Hundreds were 
fed Oast nigh},, b'y -churches, private 
homes and., hotels', preparations were 
completed today' to feed 5,000 people.

side aid would 'be needed, expressed 
their appreciation of scores of offers 
telegraphed to them. 


Only one person is known to be 


dead as a result of the fire. Mrs. Bes- 
sie Hodger died of tthuok after her 
home wan destroyed.
